It will also be available for 
manufacturing in certain ‘tines, and it 
has been rumored that if the C.P.R, 
struck a good flow of gas at Bassano 
the company would erect car shops 
at this point.

Drilling is still in progress. No in 
formation is obtainable as to the depth 
the drill has reached, but it is known 
that the flow some time since was at 
the rate of a million and a haif cubic 
feet per day, It is the accepted belief 
that the company in continuing to go 
down hopes or expects to tap the im- 
mense oil reservoir said by geologists 
to exist somewhere in the bowels of 
the earth under Southern Alberta. If 
the railway company’s optimism 
proves to have a good basis in fact, 
and oil is actually discovered, it will 
mean still greater things for Bassano. 


There is a project on foot to pipe 
gas from Bassano to supply the city 
of Calgary, 86 miles away, 


The C.P.R. has also found gas at 
Brooks, 70 miles west of Medicine Hat, 
but the flow there does not compare ip 
volume with that coming from the Bas- 
sano well.

_Inexhaustible Coal 


The province of Alberta mayfalmost 
be said to rest one one vast coal seam, 
600 miles north and south, from the 
international boundary to th Peace 
river, and 400 miles east an@ west, 
from the Saskatchewan border to the 
summit of the Rocky mountains. In 
this empire of 240,000 square miles 
there are countless outcroppings and 
many mines in various stag s of de- 
velopment and of varying qualities of 
coal.

The mines on the Indian 
reservation at Blackfoot Croseing, a 
dozen miles away, have been worked 
for years, and recently thé Indians 
opened a number of new seams on the 
reserve three miles south-east of town 
and haye been selling coal on the 
street at Bassano as low 4s three and 
four dollars a load, At Bow City, on 
the river a few miles south-east of 
Bassano, other mines have been open- 
ed, the coal in which is of splendid 
qualily, equal to that from the famous 
Galt mines, which produce a grade of 
lignite second to none in the prc vince, 


With natural and immense stores 
of coal at her doors, the question of 
a cheap and abundant fuel supply pre- 
sents no difficulty to Bassanoites. 


Civic Optimism 


It has been observed with more or 
less wisdom that all kinds of people 
are required to make a world, but the 
same observation could not with truth 
be applied to a town.

This action was such a blow to 
nonopoly of the private corperation 
that the government was finally able 
‘o purchase the corporation lines at a 
reasonable price, and now the pro 
vince owns and operates its own tele 
phones at cost and in the interests of 
the people.

(From Calgary Albertan, September 
16, 1909.) 

The heaviest wheat of the 1309 crop 
was yesterday submitted to Grain In- 
spector Hill, who after testing same, 
announced its weight at 66 pounds to 
the bushel. This wheat was Alberta 
Red, and grown near Bassano, in the 
Bow Valley, and is the finest sample 
submitted this year to the local grain 
inspector. The wheat is so tull and 
plump that grain companies offer a 
premium for the entire crop, but it is 
expected that the grain will be re- 
served for seed. A few years ago Bas- 
sano was famed as a live-stock centre 
and as a striking example of the agri- 
cultural development of this district 
it if now found that this erstwhile 
cattle centro provides this province 
with what is probably the heaviest 
sample of winter wheat that will be 
submitted this year to our grain ex- 


perts.

Profits in Wheat Culture. 


Mr. T. H. Woolford, of Spring Cou- 
lee, produced 6,000 bushels of wheat 
on 100 acres, being at the rate of 60 
bushels p r acre. The gross income 
was $3,600, the cost of production $7.00 
per acre, amounting t: $700, the net 
income in this instance amounting to 
$2,900, being a profit at the rate of 
$29.00 per acre. 

Reports from points in Southern Al- 
berta include the following threshing 
results from the winter wheat crop of 
1908. Mr. A. EB. Burnett, south of Cal- 
gary, sowed 71 acres on the 20th of 
Sept-mber, 1907, on summer fullowed 
land which had raised one crop prev- 
fously. From this field he threshed 
4,280 bushels in winter wheat, being 
at the rate of 60% bushels to the 
acre. The straw averaged six feet 
six inches in length. Mr. OC. Nathe, re- 
siding some 40 miles from Mr. Eurnett, 
sowed 60 acres of land to winter 
avheat. The wheat weighs 63 lbs. to 
the bushel, and made a yield per acre 
of 64% bushels. Mr. P. A. McAully, 
of Crossfield, some 14 miles north- 
east of Calgary, in the Bow Valley, 
threshed 596% bushels of Alberta Red 
winter wheat from 9 acres. Ths wheat 
grad d No. 1, and was sold at 76c per 
bushel, making a return of $49.36 per 
acre. Mr. J. A. Kearney, of Strath- 
more, secured an average of 50 bushels 
per acre from 55 acres. This crop 
was sold for seed at $1.50 per bushel, 
his net return being $64.00 per acre. 

A few years ago R. B. Bower came 
to Southern Alberta and settled on a 


farm.located some 25 miles south-west 
of Strathmore. In the year 1904 he 
broke 41 acres of sod, sowing Alberta 
Red wheat ther on, The following 
year he harvested 1,845 bushela which 
he sold for seed at $1.00 per bushel. 
In the spring of 1906 he carefully 
ploughed and sowed the same patch 
of 41 acres to oats, and threshed 2,460 
bushels in the fall, which he disposed 
of at 40c. per bushel. In the year 
1907 he summer-fallowed the same 
ar a, seeding it to Alberta Red in 
August. When threshing was com- 
pleted the field» averaged 60 bushels 
to the acre, which he sold at 75c per 
bushel A careful survey was mad« of 
the field by a trustworthy man, and 
it has been found to contain exactly 
41 acres. 

To summarize the result of Mr. 
Bower's efforts during a period of 
four years, from this particular field 
of 41 acres, we find that he received 
$4,376.50, which is made up as follows: 
1905—1,845 bushels wheat at 

$1.00 per bus. ....... $1,845.00 
1906—2,460 bushels oats at 


40c per bus. ........ 984.00 
1908—2,050 bushels wheat at 

76c per bus. ........ 1,537.60

The above indicates that during the 
course of four seasons, Mr. Bower real- 
ized $106.25 per acre. 

Mr. M. Bolinger, who purchased 
lands from the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way company near Gleichen, in 1907, 
completed his threshing on October 
17th, 1908. His wheat went 60 bushels 
to the acre, weighed 66 Ibs. to the 
bushel, and sold at 78c. Mr. Bolinger 
estimates that this one crop will pay 
for his land.

The man who tills the former 
successive crops 
without much diminution in the yields, 
whereas the person who tills che latter 
must pay to the vendor of fertilizers 
half as much for materials to fertilize 
an acre as would buy the land in the 
Canadian North-west, in order io grow 
a single remunerative crop.”

its shores, He returned to London, 
and it was on his report that the Hon- 
orable Company of Gentlemen Adven- 
turers of England Trading intc Hud- 
son’s Bay, otherwise the Hudson's 
Bay company, was organized ia 1670. 


The Hudson's Bay company is the 
oldest commercial corporation in the 
world and the most interesting. At 
the end of two centuries and a half, 
it occupies a larger place in the com- 
mercial field in North America than at 
any stage in its history. It still has 
its head offices, its governor, end its 
board of directors in London, and its 
fur trading posts are scattered across 
the continent in that portion marked 
red on the map, from ocean to ocean.

the grain grower and stock-raiser of 
the eastern provinces.
